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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Grantham. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health, 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1959. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  (4)  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded, 
corresponding  to  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  10.8  per  1,000  as 
compared  with  the  National  Average  of  22.0.  This  satisfactory 
figure  is,  however,  offset  by  the  rather  large  number  of  still  births. 

The  table  of  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  shows  that 
no  case  of  Whooping  Cough  was  notified,  while  the  number  of 
cases  last  year  was  quite  small.  This  suggests  that  the  widespread 
immunization  of  children  against  this  disease  has  proved  effective. 

There  was  again  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis.  Part  of  the  credit 
at  least  must  be  given  to  the  Salk  Vaccine.  The  immunization 
scheme  has  now  been  extended  to  persons  of  forty  years  of  age 
and  1 must  again  urge  all  those  eligible  to  be  immunized. 

Tuberculosis  claimed  two  victims,  though  the  number  of  new 
cases  was  less  than  usual.  The  B.C.G.  immunization  scheme 
started  in  October,  1959,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  immunity  thus 
provided  will  safeguard  our  young  people  at  a period  of  life  (age 
thirteen  to  twenty)  when  they  are  particularly  susceptable  to  the 
disease.  The  great  reservoir  of  Tuberculosis  in  this  Country  is  the 
middle-aged  and  elderly  male  population,  and  if  we  can  safeguard 
the  young  the  complete  elimination  of  the  disease  will  become 
possible,  though  it  is  unlikely  to  be  accomplished  in  less  than 
twenty  to  twenty-five  years. 

I had  the  privilege  of  being  sent  by  the  Borough  to  attend 
a Conference  on  the  Public  Health  Aspects  of  Ionizing  Radiations 
in  November,  1959.  This  subject  is,  of  course,  likely  to  be  of  great 
public  health  importance  in  the  future.  Under  the  terms  of  the 
Radioactive  Substances  Bill  (introduced  in  November,  1959),  the 
Public  Health  aspects  of  Radiation  will  be  controlled  by  the  Central 
Government  Departments  and  not  by  Local  Authorities.  Though 
in  some  ways  regrettable,  this  arrangement  is  probably  inevitable 
owing  to  the  technical  complexities  of  the  subject.  The  Local 
Authority  will,  however,  be  informed  about  such  matters  as  the 
Registration  of  Premises  where  radioactive  materials  are  used,  and 
the  disposal  of  radioactive  wastes  in  their  areas. 
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It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  during  the  year. 

There  are  two  open-air  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Borough 
in  Dysart  Park  and  Wyndham  Park  (these  are  open  only  in  the 
summer).  Both  are  filled  with  water  taken  from  the  River  W ltnam. 
The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated,  and  is  pumped  through 
continuously.  Eight  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during  the 
summer,  four  from  each  bath ; one  sample  only  was  not  satisfactory. 

A comprehensive  account  of  the  Department’s  work  in  the  field 
of  housing,  food  hygiene  and  other  environmental  matters,  follows 
in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  we  were  awaiting  a Ministry  Enquiry  into  the  first  two 
Proposed  Smoke  Control  Areas,  while  plans  for  a third  area  were 
being  drawn  up.  Negotiations  for  a new  Abattoir  were  still  in 
progress.  Compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
continued  to  be  quite  good  and  it  was  not  found  necessaiy  to  take 
Legal  Proceedings  under  these  Regulations. 

I have  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  colleagues  in  other 
departments,  and  all  in  the  Public  Health  Department,  foi  theii 
continued  interest,  courtesy,  and  unfailing  help  throughout  the 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Grantham. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  of  the 
environmental  health  services  for  the  year  1959. 

The  report  is  mainly  statistical  and  as  usual  comments  are 
made  under  the  customary  headings  below : — 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

All  houses  in  the  borough  are  now  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Grange  Sewer  and  the  Mowbeck 
was  completed  during  1959.  This  will  now  permit  further  develop- 
ment in  the  South-west  area  of  the  town. 

Ninety-eight  new  drains  at  dwelling  houses  were  tested  during 
the  year. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

The  number  of  premises  to  be  serviced  continues  to  increase 
annually  with  the  development  of  new  housing  estates,  erection  of 
new  schools,  etc.,  and  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  a satis- 
factory and  regular  service  was  maintained.  In  October,  however, 
the  tip  at  Londonthorpe  Mill  was  exhausted,  and  refuse  was  then 
directed  to  Sudbrook  tip  for  disposal,  a distance  of  eight  miles, 
but  owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  refuse  collection  fleet  the 
unsatisfactory  position  arose  of  having  to  tip  some  refuse  at  the 
old  destructor  site  and  some  at  Sudbrook,  with  the  collection 
service  losing  its  usual  frequency  and  regularity.  As  a result  many 
of  the  complaints  received  at  the  department  were  not  unexpected. 
No  improvement  was  effected  until  a new  S.  & D.  Fore  and  Aft 
Tipper  was  delivered  at  the  end  of  the  year;  a report  was  presented 
to  the  appropriate  Committee  of  the  Council  suggesting  that  five 
large  capacity  vehicles  were  now  needed  to  ensure  proper  main- 
tenance of  a regular  collection  service,  and  this  report  was  still 
under  consideration.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Grantham  Waterworks  Co.,  continued  to  supply  water 
throughout  the  Borough,  and  in  spite  of  drought  conditions  during 
the  past  summer  the  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  not 
restricted  except  for  a ban  on  hosepipes  and  use  of  water  for  car 
washing,  etc.  The  raw  water  is  pre-chlorinated,  then  passed 
through  primary  rapid  gravity  filters  and  final  filtration  through 
slow  sand  filters,  then  final  chlorination  and  into  service.  Twenty- 
four  samples  taken  from  the  town  mains  were  reported  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  to  be  satisfactory.

OPINION. 

At  the  time  of  sampling  this  water  satisfied  the  standard  of  bacterial 

quality  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health:  this  water  was  also  of 

suitable  chemical  quality  for  human  consumption,  domestic  use  and 

dairy  purposes. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-six  visits  were  made  to  caravans 
stationed  temporarily  on  unlicensed  sites.  In  some  instances 
complaints  were  received  from  nearby  residents  of  nuisance  caused 
by  these  itinerant  dwellers.  There  is  a growing  awareness  of  the 
need  for  suitable  caravan  sites  properly  controlled  and  with 
adequate  amenities  and  sanitary  facilities.  It  is  anticipated  that 
proposed  new  legislation  will  deal  effectively  with  this  problem. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-one  complaints  were  received  of  rat 
infestations,  and  these  were  dealt  with  by  your  Rodent  Officer 
who  is  now  carrying  out  these  duties  on  a part  time  basis  along 
with  his  other  duties  as  Cleansing  Foreman.  This  new  arrangement 
apart  from  effecting  economies  worked  out  very  well  and  did  not 
impair  the  efficiency  of  the  service  given  to  the  public;  as  usual 
treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  twice  during  the  year, 
warfarin  bait  being  used  on  both  occasions  with  apparently  good 
results. 

During  the  week  ending  29th  October,  1959,  a Rat  Week  was 
organised  in  conjunction  with  all  other  authorities  in  Kesteven, 
posters  and  other  material  were  displayed,  a mobile  unit  was  on 
show  and  much  press  publicity  was  given,  but  the  response  from 
the  public  was  poor;  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  this  method  of 
appeal  has  any  impact  on  the  public  nowadays.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Informal  notices  were  sent  to  two  firms  drawing  attention 
to  contraventions  of  The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods) 
Regulations,  1958,  otherwise  there  was  little  cause  for  complaint 
in  respect  of  factory  chimneys.  Burning  of  rubber-covered  copper 
wire  in  order  to  salvage  the  copper  was  carried  out  by  scrap 
merchants  at  occasional  periods  and  gave  rise  to  serious  smoke 
nuisance,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  send  cautionary  letters  to 

the  offenders. 

In  November  I was  instructed  to  submit  a report  upon  further 
implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act ; and  arising  out  of  my  report 
it  was  resolved  that  a plan  should  be  produced  of  the  north-east 
part  of  the  town  so  that  consideration  could  be  given  to  making 
a smoke  control  order  for  this  area. 

An  objection  to  the  smoke  control  orders  for  the  pioposed 
new  Earlesfield  Council  Estate  and  the  proposed  new  private 
estate  on  the  North  side  of  Beacon  Lane  was  made  to  the  Minister 
by  the  Grantham  and  District  Coal  Merchant’s  Association  and  a 
Public  Enquiry  was  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year.

With  the  exception  of  some  of  the  samples  of  milk  and  cream 
which  were  tested  in  the  Departments  Laboratory  at  Sleafoid 
and  found  to  be  genuine,  all  the  other  samples  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  for  Kesteven,  W.  W.  Taylor,  Esq.,  B.Sc., 
F.B.I.C.,  of  Nottingham,  whose  reports,  in  the  main,  were  very 

satisfactory.” 

Mr.  Hawley  concluded  his  comments  by  stating  that  “it  should 
be  emphasised  that  the  sampling  of  foodstuffs  to  ensure,  generally 
speaking,  that  they  are  ‘of  the  nature,  substance  and  quality, 
demanded  is  only  one  aspect  of  food  administration  and  not  always 
the  most  important  one.  The  production  and  marketing  of 
clean,  wholesome  food  cannot  be  ensured  without  unremitting 
attention  to  detail  at  every  stage  and  many  others  besides  sampling 
officers  are  concerned  to  see  that  foodstuffs  of  good  quality  are 
offered  to  the  public  in  the  most  wholesome  condition.  As  I have 
said  on  former  occasions,  the  quality  of  foodstuffs  sold  in  Grantham 
tends  to  be  above  average.”

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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Slaughtering  facilities  in  the  borough  remain  the  same  as 
described  in  my  previous  Annual  Report.  In  July  the  Health 
Committee  resolved  that  the  officers  concerned  be  authorised  to 
visit  modern  abattoirs  in  neighbouring  towns  of  a similar  size  to 
Grantham  to  assist  the  planning  of  one  for  the  Borough.  Following 
visits  to  Newark  and  Gainsborough,  an  outline  plan  of  a proposed 
new  abattoir  was  in  course  of  preparation  by  the  Borough  Surveyor 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  in  the  meantime  consideration  of  a 
draft  report  which  I prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  under 
Section  3 of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  was  deferred  by  the 
Health  Committee.  It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  envisage  possible 
future  slaughtering  requirements  in  Grantham,  more  particularly 
with  the  opening  of  a large  new  abattoir  at  Newark.  In  these 
days  of  quick  transport  and  with  good  slaughtering  facilities  avail- 
able at  Nottingham  and  Newark,  only  twenty-five  miles  and 
fourteen  miles  distant  respectively,  one  wonders  whether  there 
would  be  a full  measure  of  support  and  full  use  made  of  a new 
local  public  abattoir  by  the  local  meat  traders.  Judging  by  past 
experience  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  that  a new  abattoir  would  be 
anything  other  than  an  uneconomical  proposition.  The  fact  that 
the  local  cattle  market  is  held  on  Thursday  morning  has  proved 
to  some  extent  to  be  a disadvantage  to  the  smooth  running  and 
operation  of  our  present  slaughterhouse,  because  the  butchers 
using  the  slaughterhouse  mostly  require  all  their  livestock 
slaughtering  on  Thursday  afternoon,  Friday  and  Saturday,  and 
consequently  for  three  and  a half  days  at  the  beginning  of  the 
week  minimum  use  is  made  of  the  slaughterhouse. 
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There  was  a 100%  meat  inspection  service  given  in  1959  and  the 
following  table  supplies  relevant  details .
